Indian Troops to Return.to India. 

We loarn, on high authority, that it is 
contomplited by the military authorities, 
80 §00n a3 transports can be procured, to 
“roturn to India a Inrge portion of the China 
Uxpeditionary . Force at present in the 
North of China. Tho Bikanir regiment 
and the Ulwa battalion, which have seen 
continuous service since last fall betweon 
Poxing and Tientsin and other, stations in 
the disturbed neighbourhood, are first on 
the liat for the return journey. This news 
bears out a recent home telogram and points 
to the conclusion that hostilities. ara fast 
approaching an end, and that there is now 
ng further need for so large a force of men 
iu the nerth part of China. 


Imperial’ Cables._ . 

The Parlinnontary Committee on Im- 
porial Cable Communication met on 29th 
Mareh, forty members being present. Sir 
BE. Sassoon was re-elected Chairman, and 
Mr Remeant, Honorary Secretary. The 
Chairtnah’ gave a short suminary of the 
uchievernents uf the past year, while, at 
the same time, roferring to the difticulties 
which havo ocenrred in connection with tho 
Indian route. The rates to Australia. the 
Chairman pointed out, have been reduced 
from four shillings and ninepence to three 
shillings .and sixpence a word, and -to 
South Africa from five shillings to four 
shillings; and lo expressed the hope that 
before long the American and Canadian 
rates would be lowered to sixpence a word.
